Applicants argue that "the support does not come from 
applicants' original Japanese priority document (JP 11-362413) 
filed on December 21, 1999, but instead has indicated comes from 
the original Japanese language PCT application (PCT/JP 00/01742) 
of which the present application is the national phase 
application thereof". While this may be so, 35 U.S.C. § 371 
requires five things for entry into the national stage one of 
which is a translation of the international application if it is 
not already in the English language (35 U.S.C. § 371(c) (2) ) .
